Henderson said the legisla- 


ture would be asked for $125,000 
to be made available before 
June 30, the end of the present 
fiscal year, so the department 
could take immediate advan- 
tage of federal matching funds. 


The Parks Department also 


will ask for a tW4,ttOO appro- 
priation for the project for the 
next biennium 


Henderson said the Pioneer 


Washington Foundation would 
retain its financial resources 
and use them to help in the res- 
toration. Admission fees also 
would be used, he said. 


The first part of the plan 


calls for preservation and res- 
toration of 12 original 19th Cen- 


tury buildings - the 1M1 Court- 
house (which was tht Con- 
federate state capital), the 
Block-Catts House (possibly the 
oldest two-story house in the 
state), the Stuart House, the 
Trimble House, the Monroe 
House, the Crouch House, the 
Carruth House, the Sanders-

Federal kidnaping charges 


have been filed against the fa- 
ther and son-in-law of the fami- 
ly in the abduction of a dough- 
nut, aftopuwaifteas later found 
slain. 


The five family members are 


now to Jail in Santa Barbara 
County Jail and San Quentin 
Prison on convictions to a su- 
permarket robbery and shoot- 
ing of a policeman here last 
June.

19; their daughter

spect classified documents per- 
taining to the underground nu- 
clear test in Alaska last No- 
vember. 


The question arose when 33 


members of Congress sued un- 
der the 1970 Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act for public release of 
the records, stamped secret by 
the government on grounds 
they contained sensitive mili- 
tary data. 


The circuit court ruled that a 


federal Judge should review the 
data to sift out nonsensitive 
material. The government ap- 
pealed the decision to the Su- 
preme Court. 


A Justice Department spokes- 


man said Thursday no decision 
has been made concerning 
prosecution of the protesting In- 
dians. But Interior Department 
officials and tribal Indian lead- 
ers asked that offenders be 
prosecuted. 


About a dozen members of 


the National Tribal Chairmen's 
Association met with White 
House advisers and then called 
for prosecution of Indians who 
occupied the building. 


An Indian who attended the 


meeting said the agreement 
recommending "no prosecution 
for the sairore and occupation" 
of the building was signed by 
White House aides "to prevent 
bloodshed." 


The White House representa- 


tives declined to comment. But 
a government spokesman said 
any decision to prosecute would 
not violate the agreement wor- 
ked out with representatives of 
the American Indian Move- 
ment. 


Harrison Ix>esch, assistant 


secretary of Interior for Public 
Land Management, said the 
amnesty agreement was "only 
a recommendation, and 1 rec- 
ommend uinerwise." 


Loesch said he and Secretary 


of the Interior Rogers C. B. 
Morton "agreed to seek full- 
scale prosecution." 


Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., 


called on Morton for a full in- 


vestigation of the "wanton and 
reckless devastation and ran- 
sacking." 


A ranking member of the In- 


terior Committee and chairman 
of the Interior Appropriations 
subcommittee, Bible told Mor- 
ton in a telegram that "such 
lawlessness cannot be con- 
doned."

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


New York Times reported 
today that a top presidential 
aide sent to Saigon carried a 
personal letter from President 
Nixon to South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
urging him to accept a cease- 
fire plan as soon as possible. 


The Times quoted well-placed 


administration officials as say- 
ing that if the aide's mission is 
successful, Henry A. Kissinger 
could be in a position to con- 
duct final negotiations on a 
cease-fire package with the 
North Vietnamese in Paris late 
next week. 


The officials said that the 


sealed message was carried by 
Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr., 
the President's deputy adviser 


on national security, who left 
Washington Wednesday to de- 
liver the letter and conduct 
last-minute negotiations, the 
Times reported. 


In Saigon, Haig met with 


Thieu for nearly two hours 
today. A U.S. Embassy spokes- 
man said he could neither con- 
firm or deny the Times report 
on the letter. 


The Times said in the story 


from Washington that officials 
would not comment on the con- 
tents of the President's letter 
but said that Haig would cer- 
tainly point out that in the last 
two weeks the United States 
had greatly increased arms 
supplies to help South Vietnam 
defend itself.

complete removal of the 
prostate gland — one with 
an irrigation channel through 
the abdominal wall with a 
hole in the bladder and an- 
other with a two-way cathe 
tor (one admitting irrigating 
water and the other tube 
draining as a regular cathe- 
ter)? If so what are the rea- 
sons one is preferred over 
the other? 


Dear Reader — You are 
really describing two differ- 
ent operations, both of which 
are common in individuals 
who have prostate gland 
problems. Tne prostate 
gland is located at the outlet 
of the bladder and when it 
enlarges too much it can 
shut off the flow of urine. 
Sometimes, because of the 
degree of obstruction and 
problems which result, it is 
necessary to drain the over- 
distended bladder through a 
tube which is inserted into 
the abdominal wall directly 
into the bladder. This opera- 
tion is called a cystotomy. It 
allows free drainage and 
helps get the patient ready 
for prostate surgery. 


The bladder can be drained 


by passing a c a t h e t e r 
through the urethra unless 
there is too much of an ob- 
struction and in this case a 
cystotomy has to be used. 


Probably the most common 


form of prostate surgery to- 
day is through a specialized 
device passed just like a 
catheter to the region of the 
prostate and then portions of 
the prostate are removed 
with an electro-cautery and 
tbe pieces irrigated out 
through the tube with salt 
water. Thereafter in the post- 
operative period toe cathe- 
ter is left in place to be used 
for irrigating out clots that 
have occurred because of the 
operation and to provide 
drainage O n c e adequate 
drainage is established, the 
cystotomy tube is taken out 


tnE' bole 
and tbe 
closed. 


Now, clearly not everybody 
needs a cystotomy and in 
fact many people have pros- 
tatic surgery without it. 


Another common method 


of removing tbe prostate is 
through an incision above 
tbe pubic bone and then by 
direct surgical moans the 
prostate is removed from its 
location at the outlet of the 
bladder.

Dear Dr. Laatb — I have 


road and several people have 
told me of articles concern- 
ing gallstones in which the 
article stated that it is possi- 
ble for gallstones to bo dis- 
solved by treatment. Thus, it 
would not be necessary to 
have surgical removal of the 
gallbladder. Can you give me 
any information on this? 


Dear Reader — Yes, there 
have been several reports on 
this. The experimental work 
has been done at the Mayo 
Clinic, but I would have to 
add that it is still in the ex- 
perimental stages and al- 
though early studies have 
shown that gallstones can be 
dissolved, this doesn't mean 
that everybody who has gall- 
stones will be a candidate for 
such treatment. 


Sometimes gallstones are 
caused because the gall- 
bladder is diseased to start 
with and in these instances 
the diseased gallbladder is 
the main problem. 1 think it 
is too early yet to offer any 
recommendation about this 
form of treatment. It should 
be considered as in the ex- 
perimental stages and hope- 
fully will be helpful at least 
to some people with gall- 
stones.

A ttacks 
escalated 
in Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — American 


warplanes escalated their at- 
tack Thursday, flying more 
than 700 strikes in the four 
countries of Indochina and 
doubling their raids in the 
southern panhandle of North 
Vietnam, U.S. military sources 
disclosed today. 


Informants reported a sub- 


stantial increase in supplies 
moving through the panhandle 
for the Communist forces 'in 
South Vietnam. 


"We've increased our air at- 


tacks to match their increase in 
supply efforts," said one offi- 
cial. However, sources said the 
bombing halt above the 20th 
parallel, ordered by President 
Nixon on Oct. 22 to improve the 
climate for peace negotiations, 
remained in effect. They said it 
was not likely to be lifted even 
though the North Vietnamese 
are taking advantage of it to 
repair such supply lines as the 
two railroads to China. 


Hanoi accused the United 


States of "a brazen violation of 
the commitment of the United 
States government to cease un- 
conditionally all bombardments 
of North Vietnam." U.S. offi- 
cials in Saigon said the North 
Vietnamese foreign ministry 
apparently was referring to the 
draft cease-fire agreement wor- 
ked out in Paris last month but 
still not signed. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that its fighter-bombers flew 
180 strikes in the North Vietna- 
mese panhandle Thursday, 50 
per cent more than the average 
number of raids since Oct. 22. 


More than 400 fighter-bomb- 


ers strikes were flown in South 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, 
sources said, while the B52 
heavy bombers made more 
than 100 strikes in North and 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos. 


It was the beginning of the 


second week of heavy B52 
strikes on both sides of the 
DMZ. U.S. sources said about 
500 B52 strikes have been made 
in the region during the period, 
with 15,000 tons of bombs 
dropped. 


Meanwhile, the United States 


continued its own accelerated 
supply buildup to beat the 
cease-fire. Cargo planes were 
arriving around the clock from 
America with tons of new and 
advanced military equipment. 


In the ground war, the South 


Vietnamese command reported 
64 enemy attacks during the 24 
hours before dawn today, 57 of 
them by rockets and mortars.
